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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-21 are allowable. 

2. Claims 1 and 21 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious an apparatus to control plural mirror segments in a segmented 
mirror comprising, a controller to produce actuator commands for controlling plural mirror 
actuators by comparing the current edge sensor measurements with calculated edge sensor bias 
measurements representing a global radius of curvature, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of said claim. 

3. Claims 2-15 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 1 or an 
intermediate claim, and they include all the allowable limitations of the parent claim(s). 

4. Claims 16 is allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a method of generating a plurality of actuator commands to 
control a plurality of mirror segments comprising, comparing the current edge sensor 
measurements with edge sensor bias measurements defining a global radius of curvature of the 
plurality of mirror segments, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 16. 

5. Claims 17-20 are allowable because they are dependent on independent claim 16, and 
they include all the allowable limitations of the parent claim.
